Announcement that the rails of the Hudson Bay Railway had reached 
Churchill on Good Friday, is the most welcome news the people of Western 
Canada have received for some time, heraldin is it did, the realization of 
a long entertained hope. For many years Western Canada agitated for the 
building of a railway to the Bay. It was vigorous, even violently, opposed 
by Eatern Canada interests, and, politically speaking, the voice of the West 
was weak in comparison to that of the East. The West, however, kept 
up its campaign of education as to the merits and feasibility of the route, 
and ultimately all political parties in Canada became committed to the 
project. 

Finally, plans for a Hudson Bay Railway assumed definite shape in 
1910, when a branch line of the Canadian rthern was completed from 
Hudson Bay Junction, Sask., to The Pas, Manitoba, and the building of a 
Government line from The Pas to Hudson Bay was authorized by Parlia- 
ment. Work commenced the followi year with Churchill as the objective. 

Following a change of Administration at Ottawa, Churchill was 
abandoned as the proposed terminal, and Port Nelson chosen, The location 
of the railroad was accordingly altere:1. cleared and 
graded to Port Nelson and steel laid, as far as 
Kettle Rapids, 332 miles from The Pas.

Washington.—-Thousands of Cana- 
dians are certain to be affected by 
“absolute deportation” law, 
which passed near the close of con- 
gress, Walter W. Husband, assistant

CANADIAN BANKS STAND HIGH 
AMONG BANKS OF WORLD 


According to an interesting eom 
pilation issued this week by the Cali- 
fornia Bank, of Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, five London banks lead th 
entire list of the 150 largest Briti-h 
American, British Colonial and Brit- 
ish Dominion banking institutions of 
the world in point of deposit liabili- 
ties. The Bank of Montreal and the 
Royal Bank of Canada stand in 11th 
and 12th places respectively. 

The Midland Bank Limited, of Lon- 
con, heads the list with deposits of 
$1,920,278,206, while in second, third, 
fourth and fifth places are Lloyd’s 
Bank, $1,713,725,410; Barclays Bank, 
$1,630,672,766; Westminster Bank, 
$1,431,172,336, and the National Pro- 
vincial Bank, of London, $1,412,794,- 
846. 

The position of Canadian banks is 
particularly interesting, The Bank 
of Montreal, in eleventh place among 


the 150 leading banks of the world, 
is shown with deposits at $733,489,- 
178, while the Royal Bank has $733,- 
302,008. The Canadian Bank of 
Commerce, in sixteenth place, is 
shown to have deposits of $611,723,- 
598, while further down the list is 
the Bank of Nova Scotia, with $217,- 


663,330, in the 52nd place. Imperial

BUSINESS IN CANADA 


With the recent competion of 
nearly five hundred grain clevators 
at ‘country market points in Western 
Canada the Canadian Wheat Pool, the 
world’s largest farmers’ co-operative 
marketing organization, now owns 
and operates a total of 1,417 such 
elevators with a combined capacity 
of 52,560,000 bushels, In addition, the 
pool has twelve terminal elevators 
located at Fort William, Port Arthur, 
Vancouver, Prince Rupert, Buffalo 
and Winnipeg, with a total capacity 
of 33,606,000 bushels, or an aggregate 


86,166,000 bushels, The pool eleva- 
tors could therefore at one time hold 
about one-fifth of the normal wheat 
production of Western Canada, 


This impressive tctal of elevators 
has been built or acquired by the pool 
since its first year of operation in 
1924, The membership of the pool 

now about 145,000 actual farmers 
in Western Canada, and the annual 
gross turnover exceeds $380,000,000.
